i. We may ſee that Sin is exceeding ſinful. There's a 
two-fold Glaſs to ſee Sin in. 1. The Glaſs of the Law. By 
the Law ts the Knowledge of Sin. The Entrance of the Law to 
the Heart and Conſcience, ſets Sin in irs true Colours, and 
will cauſe the Sinner to cry out of his dead and undone 
State, as the Apoſtle, Rom. 7. 9. I was alive without the LW 
once. I thought all was well, I was one of the viſſble Church, 
I had a Regard to the external Forms of Religion, I was 
very fond of Rituals, and touching the 'Righreouſneſs which 
was by the Law blameleſs : But when the Commandment came, 
Sin revived, and I died. Came how ? It came long before. 
| The Law came by Moſes ; but the Apoſtle means, when it came 
in its convincing Power to the Conſcience, to ſhew him to 
himſelf, then he ſaw he was upon a falſe Bottom :. Tho he 
thought that he was righreous, and deſpiſed others ; yet now + 
he finds he was as a dead Man, and needed ſuch Life and 
Quickning, which to that time he was a Stranger to. 2. The 
Glaſs of the Creatures, We may ſee our Sin in their Puniſh- 
ment. Could they ſpeak; they would tell us what an evil 
and a bitter Thing Sin iim.
